Tax on perfumed spirits re- 
duced from $2.50 a gallon to 
$1.50, 

Cigarette tubes reduced from 
50 cents per 1,000 to 40 cents. 

Shaving soaps and shaving 
cream made taxable at 10 per 
cent. 

Toilet soap reduced from 10 
per cent to five per cent. 

Rubber tires changed from 
five per cent ad valorem to 
two cents per pound specific. 

Inner tubes changed from 
five per cent ad valorem to 
three cents per pound specitic.

But if the Minister of Finance really wants to 
take a rise out of these critics he should tell them 
he is going to cut ten per cent off the interest rates 
he pays on Dominion bonds, to parallel the cut he 
has already made in the salaries of the Govern- 
ment's employees And follow that up by an- 
nouncing thet as Dominion bonds fall due in future 
they will not be replaced by new ones, but will be 
paid off by brand new bills issued by the treasury 
department. 

That would be a stroke in real economy. It 
would bring a prompt acknowledgement from the 
Chambers of Commerce, headquarters Montreal; 
but the response from that quarter wouldn't be a 
demand for some more of the same economy.

THE “SCALP” FROM TORONTO 


On this date, in 1813, York, Up- 
per Canada (now Toronto) was 
captured and burned by an Amer- 
ican force under General Pike, 
who was killed by an explosion at 
the fort, and Com. Chauncey. 

For military purposes the place, 
with a population of about 1,000, 
was valueless, but it had oeen 
used for the construction of a few 
war vessels and Chauncey repre- 
sented that “to take or destroy 
the armed vessels at York would 
give us command of the lake.” 

The military force at York did 
not exceed 600 men, mostly 
militia, who were soon overcome 
A ship on the docks was burned; 
the 10-gun brig Gloucester was 
made a prize; public buildings, 
including the brick parliament 
house, was burned; the stores were 
destroyed or stripped and some 
300 prisoners were taken. The 
place was only saved from coin- 
plete destruction by the energetic 
protest of Rev. John Strachan, 
afterwards the first Bishop of To- 
ronto

The Passing Show

Ramsay MacDonald, son of a poor Lossiemouth 
fisherman, and still proof to the lure of riches, is 
at Washington, conferring with the President of 
United States. How the shade of George III would 
rub its eyes in wonderment if it could rise from 
the grave—or descend from the clouds where a lick- 
spittle ancestor of mine in his funeral sermon over 
the deed monarch, saw his royal and pig-headed 
master béfng welcomed by the angels. Times have 
changed when a Premier of Great Britain crosses 
the ocean to confer with George Washington's 
successor,

Conditions have changed in United States, too, 
despite the iron-bound Constitution. Men of great 
skill in statecraft, on both sides of the Atlantic, are 
questioning the wisdom of the Fathers of Independ- 
ence in drafting a Constitution to be like the laws 
of the Medes and the Persions, without change— 
save by laborious and belated reference to the 
individual states. They are of opinion that the loose 
unwritten constitution of Great Britain is easier in 
use, being more dapted to the changeable spirit 
of man. There is the difference in the walk of the 
nations as between the walk through life of two 
men, one of whom says, “Before I start, and with- 
out any knowledge of what may eventuate as I go, 
I bind myself to act thus and so, and in no other 
way,” while the other says, “I reserve to myself 
the right to act as events occur, in the way that 
shall seem best.”

When Jefferson drew the Constitution and the 
members of the first general Congress approved and 
signed it, they were impressed with their obligation 
to safeguard the new democracy. Hence the draw- 
ing of a Constitution that could only be changed 
with great difficulty. 

But see how it works out. Franklin Roosevelt, 
who is being acclaimed as the modern saviour of 
his country, ‘is acting by virtue of extraordinary 
dictatorial powers vested in him by Congress. 
Jefferson, too, were he to rise from the grave with 
George III, would rub his eyes to see what his 
people today are doing with democracy. Rightly 
or wrongly, democracy is dethroned in United 
States today under the compulsion of circumstance. 

Jefferson would marvel at the nation giving a 
man authority over banks, with power to declare a 
moratorium. He would be aghast at a “Czar” in 
control of foreign exchange, and a “Czar” in charge 
of the movies and another “Czar” in control of base- 
ball. 

Will dictatorial powers end with the return of 
normaicy, or will the benefits seemingly derived 
from clothing the President with emergency powers 
result in the President assuming the role of per- 
manent dictator?

The visit of MacDonald, the British democrat, 
to Washington will assuredly lead to comparisons 
between the British and American ways of doing 
things. 

Each nation in its time has had to deal with a 
slavery problem. Each abolished slavery from its 
land. Britain passed an Act indemnifying the 
slave-owners for their losses, and everybody felt 
satisfied. United States passed its 15th Amend- 
ment and embarked on a four years’ Civil War, 
leaving a legacy of spilled blood, wasted treasure 
and slow-dying hate 

Each in its time has been the battleground for 
forces fighting for and against the use of alcohol. 
Britain effected compromises. She regulated 
licensed premises; she curtailed selling hous; she 
tightened up her laws against drunkenness and en- 
deavored to pass a Local Option measure. United 
States with an all-or-none Constitution carried 
Prohibition by a majority of states containing a 
minority of her people, and started an era of law 
defiance, boot-legging, racketeering and organized 
crime. 

There's something to be said for the British way 
of compromise and moderation. 

There’s another difference between the two 
countries that is called into comparison by the 
conference of the leaders of these two great Eng- 
lish-speaking democratic countries 

If Roosevelt lives up to the hopes that have been 
inspired by his auspicious start in office, he will 
undoubtedly be accorded a second term. American 
fecling is that a President can do his best work in 
his second term. But American tradition is against 
a President having a third term. After his second 
term of office, no matter how wise in statecraft he 
may have become or how essential to the public 
life of his country, President Roosevelt will be 
expected to retire. He will never be able to accept 
any other office for American tradition is against 
any public holder of high office accepting a lower 
office. 


Premier MacDonald, if they chat over these 
things at White House, will be able to point out 
that he is now serving his fourth term as Premier 


of Great Britain. He point to the case of 
Lloyd-George, the war-time Premier of Great Bri- 
tain, serving now in the Commbns as leader of the 
Liberal Opposition, and to a hundred other exam- 
ples in British public life of men who having held 
high office, serve in opposition or in lower office

As w« 
hear the story we can almost watch the tears come 
when each day she feels the ugly lump to see hoy 
much larger it is growing, Her husband wrings hi 
hands in despair and goes to the temple for help 
where he is told to rise at break of day and hunt 
for a sponge along the sea shore. With thankful- 
ness his trembling fingers pick up the precious 
sponge and he burns it while he sits beside thy 
small flame ready to treasure the ashes. Thes¢ 
ashes he believes to hold a magic which will make 
his wife well again if they are mixed with wince 
She drinks a little of the wine day by day and the 
lump grows smaller and smaller. Thus grew up 
the first story about the magic miracle which lies 
in the sponge from the salty sea. 

Of course, we know that her goitre was cured 
because of the iodine in the ashes. For a long tim¢ 
most of man’s supply of iodine was obtained from 
ashes of sea-weeds or kelp. The name iodine mean 
“violet-like” and comes from the violet vapor 
which rises when the sea-weed is burned. 

Those living close to the sea shore generally 
get enough iodine since this substance is blown in 
by winds carrying spray from the ocean and so 
reaches the soil and enriches the vegetables and 
fruits grown on it. Regions far away from the 
ocean are often lacking in food iodine and it 
then advisable to make a special effort to get it 
both for humans and animals. 

When iodine enters the body it is collected and 
used by the thyroid gland, which is near the front 
of the throat. The presence of iodine enables the 
thyroid to form thyroxin, which is thrown directly 
into the blood. If iodine is jacking, the thyroid 
gland may enlarge, producing the swelling of the 
neck called goitre. When the gland does not do 
its work property, too much thyroxin is secreted 
instead of the right amount, leading to restlessnes: 
rapid beating of the heart, and thinness. If the 
thyroid produces too little thyroid secretion we find 
the patient slow and fat. 

The enlargement of the thyroid is most likely to 
attack women and my feminine readers who wish 
to keep he lovely line of the throat unmarred 
should be sure to include a supply of the iodine 
yielding foods in the diet so that goitre will be 
prevented. 

The best way to secure the iodine is to use the 
foods which have traces of it in its natural for: 
such as the following: Salt water fish green vege- 
tables, eggs and grains. The fish whose flesh con- 
tain the most iodine are cod, haddock, salmon 
herring, and shellfish such as crab, lobster, shrimp, 
oysters and clams. One who suffers from lack of 
iodine would do well to add more of these salt 
water fish to the diet. Asparagus, pineapple, cab- 
bage, and carrots, also green kidney beans have 
good amounts of iodine. In some cases it has been 
found beneficial to use one of the kelp products 
where there is a decided lack of iodine in the 
foods grown nearby. Remember, iodine in its 
natural form is safest and best and there can be 
no danger from an overdose of this food iodine. 

At the present time the iodine compound as 
used the body is being obtained from thyroid 
glands of animals killed for meat, and this is how 
the thyroid extract secured which we hear so 
much about. The iodine compound in the extract 
is in the form of thyroxin and is very many times 
more powerful than the iodine salts which the 
Chinese got from the ashes of the burned sponge 

I would advise you to be very careful about 
taking a thyroid extract, such as sometimes 
found in reducing preparations, unless you are 
under the direction of a doctor, as too much of such 
an extract may injure the heart and also burn up 
parts of the body tissue which you need. These 
thyroid extract products are at once the most 
valuable and dangerous substances which can be 
used for the cure of disease.
